To say of aman that he has been consistent in 
aothing but inconsistency, that he is unstable as 
water, that he is shifting, veering and uncertain as 
the wind, that the whole record of his life reads 
like a disjointed biography written in a bedlam, is 
enough to point out that the subject of this 
sketch is Jas. O. Broadhead, candidate for Con- 
gress inthe Ninth District. The more one goes 
into the record of his life, the more is the truth 
evident that he is a man shallow in intellect, 
feeble in grasp, entirely without either deep con- 
Victions or principles like those to which other 
men anchor—in a word, that he is an 
ephemeral butterfly of politics, rapging 
aimlessly over the garden of life, blown about by 
every wind of doctrine.

Mr, 
Broadhead has posed before the peoplt of Mis- 
souri now for some twenty odd years. During 
the war, guring the reconstruction period, and 
throughout the new era he has been in quasi 
public life, and it is possible to trace back through 
his career each of *his uncertainties. until the re- 
markable whole can be put before the reader and 
this man is piloried, clothed in the piebald pateh- 
work of thre political buffoon, a statuesque ex.um- 
ple of self-contradiction and foolishness, the 
ike of which certainly was never before 
offered for a candidacy for Congress in. Missouri. 
An 4analysis of BroadBead’s character is easy and 
yet dificult. Beneath its shifting,weak uncertainty 
there is just enough ability to make the contrast 
mere apparent. in many ways dames O. Broad- 
~ is not a feol, in many he is distressingly fool- 
Tan. . 

He came to St. Louis from Pike County about 
twenty-tive years ago, and was taken under 
ihe wing of Frank P. Blair. Hewas a Free-Soil- 
er, and naturally glided into the dominant party 
in St. Louis. Nobody ever heard or knew of 
Broadhead nntil the experiment of Secession was 
begun, and he then came to the front 
us a strong advocate oi the Federal Unton. 
lle Was ulways a fairly good speaker 
aud he was accordingly sent from St. Louis ag a 
menioer of the convention which improvised the 
provisional government of Missonri after Claib 
Jackson iad tailed to drag the State into the Con- 
federacy. Atiirsthe was a most hot Unionist. 
Nothing but measures the most extreme 


with his zeal in e cause 
roverument. He labored = hard 

make treason odious and the 
records of the convention of 1344 at Jefferson City 
and St. Louis show how thorough was his work. 
The first evidence of the lodged hate which he 
bore to treason is to be found in the Missouri Re- 
publican of October 6th, 1861. The -conven- 
tion had moved down to St. Louis from 
Jefferson City and the test oath question was up, 
Mr. McFarren had offered an améndment to a bill 
abolishing certain offices, etc., which ordained 
that County Gourt clerks not taking the test oath 
snould vacate their offices within twenty days. 
Mr. Broadhead denounced this as unnecessary 
and oroposed instead =an amendment 
to \ic Farren’s amendment vacating 
immediately the offices of Judges of the 
Rupreme Court, Judges of Circuit Courts, Probate 
Judges, Sheriffs and clerks of the courts of record 
in the State, Register of Lands. Auditor of Public 
Accounts, State Treasurer and Attorney-General, 
and giving the Governor (Gamble) authority to fill 
all these vacancies by ®ppointment. The incum- 
bents of all other civil offices in 
the State to be required to take the test 
oath within sixty days or vacate. A hot debate 
arose over this amendment, in which Mr. Broad- 
head was accused of adding new horrors to the 
already terrible condition of things in the State, 
by bringing on iudi¢ial conflicts, ‘unlimited litiga- 
tion and insecurity of title, In reply, Mr. Broad- 
head stated that “he was in favor last spring of 
taking the action proposed _ by his 
amendment. He was opposed to binding traitors 
by the administration of test oaths. He knew, ag a 
matter of fact, that nine-tenths of the officers of 
the State were traitors to their country, and he 
was, therefore, for wiping them out.” He then sent 
in a memorial, signed by twenty-three members of 


the grand jury of the United States Circuit Court, 


praying that all disloyal men be removed from 
office and loyal incumbents appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, The amendment of Mr. Broadhead was 
lost by a vote’ of forty to ten.

As a final bonne bouche we have reserved tothe 
very last a case which illustrates all the many 
failings of Col. Broadhead’s character.

shot-gun. Patterson atempted to take og A 
mone by force, and the latter clinched with his 
assailant.

The Influence of Misses Blow and 
Dozier in the Kindergartens. 


Some Weak Points in the System Laid 
Bare--The Teachers’ Grievances. 


The kindergarteners of this city who dare ex- 
press an honest opinion regarding the articles 
which recently appeared inthe Post-DisPaTcH 
on the weak points in the kindergarten system 
endorse them unreservedly. That these women 
are not expected to have opinions, or, if so, 
that they would better not express 
them, came out in conversation this morning 
between a Post-DISPATCH reporter and several 
kindergarteners. 

“Miss Blow is such an enthusiast,” said one, 
“that she subserves everything to what she con- 
siders the success pf her pet project. After the 
drill in the Eads’ School, which was deseribed in 
your paper last week, she called a star chamber 


session of the directors and said in sub- 
stance; ‘Don’t tell anything to these 
newspaper reporters. * Treat them civilly 


of course. And do not complain of your salaries. 
I know they are too small, but that will be righted 
by and by. Besides, don’t know anything about 
Supterintendent Long; you have nothing to do 
with him and’ it is best to have no opinion.’ 
“With this muzzle forced on us,” continued 
the teacher, “you need not be surprised when the 
maiority of Kindergarten’s assure you that the 
are evoted to the work ‘ and that 
the matter of salary does not 
annoy ‘them. Yet many of these very women are 
straitened for means to clothe themselves and pay 
their board bills. They know they earn more than 
they Ry and that none of the teachers in the 
grad schools are worked so hard .or paid so 
poorly. Miss Blow jcan theorize beautifully about 
self-sacrifice, but she were a poor woman 
it isn’t likely she would depend on 
the kindergarten for a living. That 
Superintendent Long has nothing to do with our 
department is literally untrue. He controls the 
entire school system. Still, it is well understood 
that he doesn’t think much of the kindergartens, 
and that he frequently complains that the chil- 
dren from our schools are very hard to discipline 
when they go into the primary cepartment. He is 
not at all quick to consent to advance movements 
in the kindergarten. Miss Blow’s drill 
for the. assistants last Saturday 
morning was evidently tempered by what the 
Post-DisPpATcH had said about her erowding 
the teachers.

The who'e 
line of illumination will be filled with standards 
paces 11 feet apart and .9 feet high. 
Zach alternate standard will be snrmounted 
by tree of nineteen ights. Each 
section will contain five per. The total aver- 
age of lights will be fifty-fourfor every cleven 
feet. The totalnumber of burners ;fitted wit 
variegated globes ry 21,421, the lineal dis- 
tance Lluminated, 10,734 feet. The whole will 
require 37.237 feet of pipe. The gas con- 
sumed wil! average 90.000 cubie feet per hour 
450,000 per night, or 2.700.000 for the week. All o 
this gas,amounting in value to $6,750,will be donat- 
ed by the St. Louis Gas Light Company. The 
Laclede Gas Light Company is erecting thirteen 
arches of 300 burners each gong Fifth street from 
Washington Avenue to Franklin Avenue.

Being a Study in Female Hood- 
lumism. 


The Softer and Seamier Side of a Vexed 
Question. 


There are very few people in St. Louis 
who have not analyzed and catalogued the 
hoodlum. He is one of the factors of Ameri- 
ean civilization which will not down at our 
bidding, but which insists on entering in into 
every social problem which is to be solved. 
Much has been said and much has been 
written about the hoodlum. So 
much, indeed that if that particular 
variety of the genus homo were to die out en- 
trely the archeologtsts of the dim future 
ould reconstruct him perfectly out of the 
record he has made. But while attention has 
heen devoted to the boy rough, the girl rough 
has been entirely passed over. Her existence 
as a class has not been asserted. The differ- 


anees which mark her out from the frail 
sisterhood on one hand and from the honest 
working girl on the other have not been re- 
eorded; in a word,she has not been examined 
and classified. There never was a man either 
go virtuous or so vile that his feminine coun- 
terpart could not be found, and it may as 
weil be assumed that for every b’hoy there is 

r hirl’ 
There never was a g6ose so gray 

But seme day, soon or late, 
An honest gander comes that way, 
And claims her for his mate. 

The “gal” has her habits and her habitals, 
She is to be found in eertain ;well-defined 
localities pursuing certain well-defined call- 
ines. She is fitted by nature and training to 
mate With the hoodlum and to perpetuate the 
race. The localities where she may be found 
are the lower part of Cass avenue, the east- 
ern part of the Third Police District gener- 
aily: she abounds on~ North Second 
and Third and Collins streets, and she occurs 
sporatiically about Frenchtown and along 
the river front south of Convent street. She 
is not gifted with the bashful modesty of her 
more tenderly nurtured sisters. Upon occa- 
sion she can resent “slack” and pay it back 
in kind, in a “kind,” too, likely tomake one’s 
head swim if one is not acclimated. But on the 
other hand she is not brazen and shameless. 
Aceustomed to take care of herself, she 
addresses herself to the task, does just as 
much work as is absolutely necessary to sup- 
wrt her, and no more, and devotes her spare 
ime to the cultivation of her heart. Gener- 
allv she worships anidol. The idol may be 
an iron-moulder on a strike, or a redoubted 
member of the “Cherry street gang; he 
may be one of many avocations, but he is 
unmistakable. On Sundays and holidays of 
obligation he may be seen, with 
avery wide-braided suit on, lemon-colored 
pants and a twenty-five cent cane. Upon his 
arm she hangs. Her make-up is a mixture 
of the new and old. She will have on either 
a resonant hat and striking skirt-with a 
palpably old waist or-a new cherry-colored 
sack with a clammy hat and a frayed petti- 
coat. She regards him, as the rs 
of all the fmasculine virtues, she knows he 
ean “lick” the “stuffin’ out of any- 
body who gives him any “‘sass,”’ and she dotes 
onhimas‘a hero, like those noble ones 
whose names, she has spelled out in the Sat- 
urday Night. he 

The traveler to East St. Louis in the early 
morning may meet atrain full of girl roughs 
going to work in the different heavy indus- 
tries which employ female labor on 
the East side. These girls before 
the weight of the weary day has come on 


them are skittish and full of -life. They 
frolle about with one another and exchange 


mployes. They are. strong, | full-boned, 
nuseular women, able to bear unlimited fa- 
tigue,; and certainly able to take their own 
art with either man or woman. 
ecasionally they have their lit- 
tle differences, which are settled by an ap- 
peal to arms. One or two hard-hitting blows 
from the shoulder are passed and then fem- 
ininity breaks through and the feminine ar- 
guments of hair-pulling and scratching take 
the place of the more formidable masculine 
unishment. This deponent, however, 
as, seen a girl who gets this day 
her daily bread at the Beef 
Canning Company’s works knock a heavy 
set mashér out of time in one round with as 
pretty a straight-out hit from the shoulder 
as Tom Kelly could give. In their way these 
girls are virtuous. Born in hovels and brought 
upinthe street, their virtue is of a character 
that would make the society dady stare. But 
for all that they have principles, and they. 
liveup tothem. Wher they have sown their 
wild oats they settle down and marry a man 
who beats them or abuses them, or whom 
they beat or abuse, for thetr life is a yo bos 
cal one utterly, and they must have their 
share of uhappiness as wellas their betters. 
The sowing of the wild oats 
is the boisterous ae of their career. The 
girl rough likes whisky toddy and cigars; as 
a rule she chews tobacco, and sometimes she 
dips snuff. In the gloaming she would much 
rather be treated to beer and weinerwurst 
than to ‘ice cream. She is an in-: 
defatigable dancér, and will foot it merrily 
from dark to daylight and then work hard all 
day tillnight. She sometimes, as the wee 
sma’ hours approach takes a littke too much 
of the toddy and the dance degenerates into 
anorgie. Her can-can is not graceful, but it 
is effective. It contains poses and at- 
titudes which are striking if they are not 
beautiful, and when this oc- 
curs she is always penitent 
next day—and headachy. But this is not all 
that is to be said of the girl rough as a class. 
There is a subdivision, unhappily a large one 
-—=perhaps a majority, which does not believe 
in work at all. Born in some such hole as the 
Lime House or Castle Thunder, surrounded 
by squalid vice and misery from the cradle to 
womanhood, no one can urge that these 
girls have a chance in life. 
Such an one is Kitty Mulcahy. 
for instance, Tonkin’s slayer. This girlisa 
fair specimen of what city poverty must 
come to, inexorably for at least six out of 
ten girls. Sheisa hoodlum and she glories 
in it, and who cau blame her for being what 
she is. Another girl of this class told this 
resentiwriter her story, which, divested of its 
urid ars S08 its frank statements anent 
matters shocking to ears polite, amounted to 
this: “I am seventeen years old, and 
Iwas born in an old rookery on Second 
street, near Morgan. I had two brothers and 
one sister, all older than myself, and these, 
with my father and mother, all occupied one 
room on the garret floor. We lived there 
untill was 8 years oid, my parents dank 
whenever they could get the money, and 
when drunk teaching us how good whisky is 
and beer. Iwas drunk often before I was 8 
vears old. Mv brothers used to bring home 
heirecempanions sometimes, and we would 
all huddle on the floor together through the 
hicht. I beeged on the streets, and I at last 
got to selling matches and apples and flowers 
—and I suppose you know what that means. 
lv the time I was ten years old I got so low 
that Il couldn’t get any lower, anp there I 
have stuck ever since. When I could 
get work I worked—when I couldn’t I 
got money the easiest way it would come. I 
never knew anything about __ religion 
beyend going to Sunday-school ahd 
Getting clothes given me for 
goiux.

Female and Male Impersonators and 
Their Art. 
From the New York Mail and Express. 


“Now, sir,” said the agent, upon his re- 
turn, “‘let me tell you one thing to start with. 
The impersonation of men by women is’ just 
where it was fifteen years ago. That is to 
say, neither the wig-maker, the costumer, the 
dresser nor any other individual connected 
with the art of making up can get up a fe- 
male so that the audience would mistake her 
for a man.” . 

*‘How about Miss ——?” 

“Now, don’t interrupt me. I was going to 
add that,on the other hand, we have men 
who can impersonate women so well that 
their disguise is not recognized by the people 
on the stage. Why, there was old Blank, 
who handled the big fiddiein the Olympic 
when Byrne came over here and played ‘fe- 
male’ at that house. The old fellow, as Byrne 
appeared on the stage, bet the first violin 
player ‘that the artist was really a woman 
and that the manager had deceived the house. 
He insisted on betting, meanwhile scraping 
away until Byrne dropped his yoice to its 
normal key. The great attraction about 
Byrne’s make-up is his blonde wig. He paid, 
they say, $800 for it. That wig, sir, was 
worth the money. It is a regular marvel. 
Why, a man with whiskers could put it on 
and the average observer would say that the 
wig was natural and that the whiskers were 

alse. 

“Did Byrne ever wear his disguise off the 
stage ?’’ zi 

“Yes, he did, in London at a recep- 
tion, and carried out his assumed character 
so well that he was not discovered until he 
absentmindedly gave himself away. Of 
course there was loud talk, and everybody 
was down on poor Byrne, especially the men. 
And, by the way, let me say just here that 
men who make a specialty of impersenating 
females on the stage are seldom or never 
popular off the stage.”’

_ “Do you meet with many would-be female 
impersonators.” “Yes, there are many 
young fellows who think because they can 
imitate the female voice an engagement 
ought to be secured for them. ‘The require- 
ments for the business are many. ‘The im- 
personator must be able to sing, dance, walk, 
dress, look and laugh (so great are the ad- 
vances that the art has made) so that the 
bald-headed man who sits in the front row 
and has failed to consult his programme will 
fancy that he has made a great conquest 
when the female impersonator winks direct- 
ly at him over the fan spread and flirted 
with all the skill of a genuine coquette. 
But difficult as the art is, the number of fin- 
ished performers is great enough for the de- 
mand, as Isaid before. To return to your 
question as to the improvements in the busi- 
ness, I can say in answer that the costumer 
and ‘maker-up’ have done more to complete 
the deception than tre artists themselves. 
The former have made great strides in their 
profession since the early days of sex dis- 
guises. It was necessary once to wear long 
dresses and keep the arms and shoulders coy- 
ered. Now itisn’t. Le Clair, thanks to the 
improvement in tights, ‘can to-day go on as a 
ballet dancer, and were you not informed to 
the contrary beforehand, you would assert 
that the graceful, finely-formed figure was 
that of a young lady.”

A FATHER’S REVENGE. 


Killing the Man who Had Cruelly 
Wronged His Child. 
From the Cincinnati Gazette, 25th. 


A murder, having ali the customary cir- 
circumstances of horror and atrocity, 

occurred in Covington Saturday _ night. 
The victim in the bloody affair was Thomas 
Dodd, a young rolling mill man, and his slay- 
er, was £dward Welsh, a man well past mid- 

€ age. All concerned live in the West End 
of Covington. About a year ago, it is said, 
Dodd became acquainted with the six- 
teén year old daughter of Welsh, and being a 
fellow of not se sessing appearance, 
succeeded in winning her affections and con- 
fidence, and an illicit intercourse sprang up 
between them. She was at the time livi 
out with a family named MeGee, on Scot 
street, and remained there until 
her condition became such as 
to make it necessary for her to quit 
work. She was then taken by Dodd to 
mother’s home, on West Third street, near 
Main. She was there but a short time when 
Mrs. Dodd, discovering how matters stood, 
obliged her son and the girl to quit the house. 
lhe young woman went to her parents’ home 
and Dodd sought a boarding establishment. 
Shortly afterward, getting acquainted with a 
young woinan named Miss Eila Hale, of West 
Covington, he became engaged to her, and 
esterday week was married to her at St. 

atrick’s Church, in Covington. He seems to 
have kept the matter quiet up to the wedding 
night, and the usual announcement of the 
Inarriage was not made in the church, and 
the first intimation that his mother had 
ot the mpeg A was when the ceremony 
Was going on. She rushed frantically to the 
church, accompanied by her two daughters, 
who were quite as much agitated as herself; 
but the ceromony was finished, and added. to 
her Jage tenfold. She filled the air with im- 
pre ations on her son and his bride and on 
the priest. The carriage that stood in wait- 
ing for the pair was stoned until every win- 
dow in it was smashed to pieces. Officer Mike 
O’Hara finally stopped her violence. She

marrying Miss not on account 
of any objection to the young woman per- 
sonally, but because she and{her family consid- 
ered it his duty to make Miss Welsh his wife. 
Her fury did not end with the wedding. Two 
days after she and her daughters made a vio- 
lent assaulton him while returning from 
work, and used him in an exceedingly rough 
fashion, Itis even said that in her trans- 
orts of passion she threatened to shoot him: 
rhe family of the ruined gir¥made no move- 
ment meantime, and this was regarded as the 
more surprising, as her father was known as 
aman of rough and reckless character, and 
her brothers were grown men and not likely 
to bear quietly the dishonor of their sister. 

The next development was the murder. 
About half-past 10 o’clock Saturday night 
Welsh, accompanied by his wife, went to the 
house of young Dodd, on Seventh street, be- 
tween Main and Willard. He was standing 
in the gate at the time with Mr. and Mrs. 
Geo. Reed, who had called to visit him and 
his wife, and who were now about to leave 
for home. Coming up to Mr. Reed as they 
stood together at the gate, Mrs. Welsh asked 
if Mr. Dodd was there. Mr. Reed knew|Welsh, 
and fearing trouble replied that Mr. Dood 
was not there. The woman then made a 
closer strutiny, and recognizing Dodd, ex- 
claimed as she pointed to him, “You are 
Dodd. _That’s the man,” she continued, 
addressing her husband. Nothing more was 
said and Dodd was given no opportunity to 
say anything. . 

Welsh made a side movement as if to pass 
around, then quickly turning with revolver 
cocked, and exclaiming: ‘Take that,” he 
fired. ‘“‘And take that along with it,” he saide 
as a second shot followed at once. Dodd stag- 
gered back a few feet toward his door. ‘I’m 
shot,” he remarked as he fell to the ground 
within a short distance of his wife, and 
breathed his last. The first ball penetrated 
the center of the breast; the second went 
through the heart. Welsh and his wife dis- 
appeared in the uproar that followed. Dep- 
uty Coroner squire Ewan held = an 
inquest in the absence of Coroner 
De Gruyter. After hearing the _ testi- 
mony of Mr. and Mrs. Reed he _ post- 
poned further proceedings till 10 o’clock to- 
day. Mrs. Welsh was arrested by Officers 
Sandford and Herbert and placed in ae To 
them she acknowledged that her husband 
had done the shooting. She stated to the 
members of the press that she and her hus- 
band did not leave home together, that she 
accidentally met him on the street, and that 
she determined to eall on Dodd to learn why 
he was ridiculing her ees ep and what he 
proposed to do for her. She denied seeing 
the shooting. 

Dodd seems to have had some anticipation 
some days before that there was danger 
ahead. He called at the undertaking estab- 
lishment of Linneman & Moore, and in talk- 
ing to one of the proprietors remarkedthat if 
anything happened to him he wanted them 
to give him a good send-off.

Brain Stimulation. 
Dr. Breunton in the Contemporary Review. 


The anatomist is familiar with the fact 
that there are two large nerves of sensation 
known as the “fifth pair,"* which are dis- 
tributed to the top of the head and face, and 
to the mucous membrane of the mouth, nose 
and eyes. These nerves are closely connect- 
ed with the nerves which control the action 
of the heartand of the bloeod-vessels. By 
their stimulation the heart’s action may be 
increased. This explains the fact that appli- 
cation of cold water or cold air to the face is 
one of the best means of reviving a person 
who has falleriin syneope. It is a curious 
fact that people of all nations are accustom- 
ed, when in any goog f to stimulate one or 
another branch of the fifth nerve, and quick- 
en their mental processes. Thus some — 
sons, when puzzled, scratch _ their 
ha@ads: others rub their foreheads, 
and other stroke or pull their beards, thus 
stimulating the occipital frontal: or mental 
branches of these nerves. Many Germans, 
when thinking, have a habit of striking their 
fingers against their noses, and thus stimnu- 
lating the nasal cutaneous branches, while in 
other countries some people stimulate the 
branches distributed to the mucous mem- 
brane of the nose by taking snuff. The late 
Lord Derby, when translating Homer, was 
accustomed to eating brandy cherries. One 
man will eat ftgs while composing a leading 
article; another will suck chocolate creams, 
others will smoke cigarettes, and others sip 
brandy and water. By these means they 
stimulate the lingual and buccal branches 
of the nerve, and thus refiexly excite their 
brains. Alcohol appears to excite circulation 
through the brain refiexly from the mouth, 
and to stimulate the heart reflexly from the 
stomach, even before it is absorbed into 
blood. Shortly afterit has been swallowed, 
however, itis absorbed from the stomach, 
and passes with the blood to the heart, to the 
brain, and to the other parts of the nervous 
system, upon which it begins to act directly.
